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THE CANDIDATE 

Ernest Owens' second shot at redemption.

T his week. Penn campus' stoned LocustWalk was abloom with 
Day-do postern and ill-inspired slogans (“Need a Ham Job? 
Kate Ham for Wharton Rep!") — all asking for one thing: a 
vote in this year's student government elections. 

Among the various races (each etas electsi ts own ‘n:lass boaid' as 
well as delegates Id the general "undergraduate assemblyn. to be 
decided Friday, one stands out; the contest for the presidency of Ihe 
soon-to-be sophomore class of 2014. There are only two candiriatES. 

In one crrrrrer: Ernest Owerrs, a flamboyant and sorrrewhatnotDTi- 
ousfleshirran with a sweet-pitched drew! and a penchant for tlrama. 
Owerrs is black, flrrmiimer-dty Houston, and came to Perm flom the 
topofhis class on a full ride, He also ran last fall for freshman pie z. 

Thscompetitorand polar opposite: incumbent freshmen president 
Spencer T^nn lyes, his name is I^rm), Penn is white, enrol led in flre 
Wharton Business Sdiool.and came to Penn from Che elite Horace 
Mann School in New York. He roundly beat Owens, who came in 
third place in what was arguably the most ambitious, bizarre and 
surprisingly con troversial student campaign in recent memory. 

Lost year. Owens entered the 10-person race for freshman presi- 
dent with an aggressive — some felt annoying — af^roach. He sent 
out brash emails, touting his inner-city credentials among his Ivy 
League peers. He maintained a daily video blog in which he often 


shed barbs at his opponents. He continuously Pacebook-epamrrred 
everyone he could with fervent pleas to vote for him. 

But the real controversy began on Che last nigh t of the election, 
when Owens was informed of a formal accusation of electoral mis- 
conduct, filed by competitor Spencer Penn. Penn said Owens had 
imprcfierly carried his laptop around Coget votes, ebdung'submit* 
for other students; Owens says he did nothing wrong (Spencer 
I%nn declined to comment for this article). 

Owens wDirld have to face a student committee hearing — “The 
Trials ofEmest'as another student later dubbed the affairtn a 
five-part series posted on YouTube. Owens was eveotually disquali- 
fied (but did win a general

He was also quoted in the school's paper saying 
he was up against a “conspiracy" and a “witch hunt," and that race 
could have been a factor in the niUng against him — an accusation 
that alienated peero black and white. A black student newspaper. 
The TTsion , published anop-edcriCicizingOwensforhis remark. He 
claims he was misquoted. Students begun to mock Owens anony- 
mously online — "Penn isn’t on MTV reality show, Ernest," wrote 
one on a school gossip blog. 'What shall it profit a man if he shall

APhladelphia-based aiti -crime activist, Bucceionihashad 
plenty tn say about the Angels lately — and noneofitnice.lt was 
during the sorywedcs while the Kenangton Strangteriuamedfree, 
you mightrecall, that the New York-based Guardian Angels — avtrl- 
unteer-based, nonjHoht crime-fighting organization thatriates back 
to the ’70s, and of which Buccemni was once a member — descended 
on Philly, patrolling the streets of Kensington in ther trademaiic 
red berets and gameringnolittleattentionfrom the media. 

That. Buccerenidiarges, was therrchiefintention: 'You wont see 
them unless the news media is around.” 

The Angels have been parachuting into the most media-rich en- 
vironments they can find notjust to spread their message of com- 
munity self-empowerment, Bucceroni claims, but to further their 
agenda of rrabbing an A&Eraailty TV show. Indeed, the Angels 
didhave such a ^ow, briefly — A&E produced a‘‘testrun"in2009 
that didn't pan out. Buccerrari believes they're trying again. Weeks 
alter their appearance in Philadelphia, the Angels appeared en masse 
acroas the rtver, In Camden, right in time for a glut of press 
overthedty'slayingoffrrearfy half its poHce firrce. 

Buccenaii’s biggest beef though, isn’t the attention they’re get- 
ting. !k’s th^ methods. He points to several old YouTube videos in 
which Angels are seen throwing (seemingly random) Kensington 
dudes against a walls, searching them, and removing drugs (and, in 
one case, a syringe) fiom their persons — all, somewhat Inexpli- 
cably, the Angels say on the video, to stop the flow of dru^ tn ahous- 
ing prcject inMlantic Ci^ (CPdoesnt get it, either). 


‘Guardian Angels are no t pobce officers — thQ' have no authority 
todoanyofthis.'hesays. (The organization did not return a call for 
comment.) Recentiy.theAngels made headlines again: Afterthe 
“(jod Hates Fags” group threatened a public protest, the LA. 
Angels promised to guard the funeralof Ebzabetb Taylor.

Women’s advocates 
warned the state for years 
about Steven Brigham’s 
abortion clinics. So why 
are they still open.?

n January, Philadelphia briefly became the focus of world- 
wide media attention when Kermit Gosnell, a West 
Philadelphia abortion doctor, was arrested and charged 
with a number of unbelievably grisly acts' In addition to 
presiding over a clinic with atroaous health practices, 
Gosnell, according to the District Attorney's Office, 
murdered seven babies and one woman. Prosecutors are 
seeking the death penalty for Gosnell, who is currently 
being held in prison without bail. 

Not surprisingly, the news set passions aflame. Abortion 
the story, portraying it as confirmation ofthe evils of abortion. 

I the other hand, saw in it a cautionary tale ofthe lack of afford- 
ins, especially for poor women, 
the haphazard, virtually accidental wayin whidi 
Gosnell was finally shut down — federal agents raided his office looking for evidence of 
a prescription drug ring — and the question of why it hadn't happened mudi sooner. 

GosneU’s dime hadn't been inspected, it turned out, since 2993, despite the fact 
that abortion providers, women's rights advocates and even Dr. Donald Schwarz, now 
PItiladelphia's healdiconunissioner, had tried for years to get the state’s Department 
of Health to do something about Gosnell. In tlie wake ofthe Gosnell revelations, state 
officials vowed to do better, promising to inspect all 24 abortion clinics in ftansylvania, 
a process the Department of Health completed by last November 

City recently obtained the results oftliese inspections via a pubbe records request 

Fifteen clinics were issued 'notices of deficiencies," mostly regarding relatively 
minor infractions. But one case among still-open facilities stood out: Six pages of 
violation notices were issued to a single abortion clinic — violations that have not 
yet been reported by the press — connected to a man named Steven Brigham. 

Brigham, like Gosnell, has overseen abortion procedures in Pennsylvania for 
decades. Like Gosnetl.hc’s run afoul ofthe law — throughout his career, in fact. And, 
08 was the case with Gosnell, abortion providers and women's health advocates say 
they’ve alerted the state repeatedly to concerns over Brigham’s clinics. 

One big difference, however: Tliese clinics are still open. 

Whafsmore,de3pite a recent Department ofHealthorder prohibiting Bri^iam from 
"directly, or indirectly’ awning, operating or starting an abortion facility in the state, Cify 
fhper has found that he still plays a role in at least two clinics in I^nnsylvania — arev- 
elation that has infuriated other abortion providers and women's health advocates. 

The Brigham case, sums upa blunt Carol Petraitis ofthe Pennsylvania Amencan 
Civil Liberties Union, “is bureaucratic inefficiency at its most glaring." 

his article is not, by a long shot, Steven Brigham's first time in the news. 

Brigham, who graduated from Columbia University’s College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in 1986, opened one ofhis first abortion clinics 
in 1990, in Wyomisaing, Pa..ovonluaUy establishing more than a dozen 
abortion clinics in this state. Now Jersey, Virginia, Maryland and New 
York, including one in Voorhees, N. J., just across the Delaware. 

Almost immediately, Brigham came under fire by state offidels. In 1992, in feet, it 
appeared as though his career was over in Pennsylvania . In a confidential settlement, be 
voluntarily forfeited his medical license amid an investigation ofhis Wyomissing clinic. 
But instead of quitting the field, be simply moved, opening clinics in other states. 

Brigham has now had his Ucense pulled, suspended or relinquished in a total of five 
states. In 1994,the New York medical board found him guilty of “gross negligence" 
and injuring two women while conductii^ abortions. That same year, thcNew Jersey 
attorney general accused him of beginning abortions on women in Voorhees, N.J., 
and thenhavingthemtodrivetoNewYorkto complete the procedure — in one case 
le.tving a patient needing an emergency hysterectomy. Brigham allegedly waited 
hours to call an ambulance. 

Bytbcmid-‘90B, Brigham foundhiswayback to Rmnsyfvania. He couldn’t practice medi- 
dne here, but he could still own abortion clinics. So he did, eventually openingAlIentown 
Medical Services and American Women's Services-Pittsbitrgh among others. 

As before, he began to run afoul of state guidelines. Shortly thereafter, Pennsylvania 
found that he employed an OB/GYN in 1997 whose license was suspended for, in part, 
sexually abusing patients. In 2004. the state's Department of Health found that he 
again employed adocter without a liceiue, who perfurmed more than 1,600 abortions. 
In 2008, the health department discovered that, yet again, Brigham employed an 


unlicensed nurse. In 2010,New Jersey's medical board found that 
he began late-term abortionson women in that state and then drove 
them to Maryland to com [^ete d>e procedures, in on attempt to skirt 
state law. One woman allegedly suffered life-threateningitiiunes as a 
result They found no medical records for her. At Brigham's Maiyland 
dink, police say they found 35 late-term fetuses in his freezer — but 
records foroniy two. 

Brigham declined comment for this artide. 

Abortion opponents have fallowed the activities and whereabouts 
of Brigham foryears; he became aldnd of anti-poster boy fortheir 
cause, and they’ve protested outside his cHincs since the mid-’90s. 

Choice advocates, on the other hand, see Brigham — and Gosnell 
— as rare exceptionswhopiove how little state ovenaght exists when 
it comes to abortion providers. *Tfie state knew about GosnelL They 
know about Brigham.' says ViddSapoita,preadentofthe National 
Abortion Federation. “There were many complaints about both of 
these providers, yet they were allowed In remain c^n.' 

In fact, these dioice advocates have wanted Brigham shut down 
as badly as the anti-abortian activists do. 

asneH’scimichadhanSy been unknown among wo men’s 
health advocates who warned the state, The same advo- 
cates saythe/ve long sounded alarms about Brigham 
— not, they say, to much avail. “Nobody understands 
why ail these complaints came through with Gosnell 
and Brigham's dinics, and [the state] couldn’t figure 
out a thing to do about it,' says the ACLU'sn>traitia 

Sarah Dittos, who worked us a patient advocate at Brigham's clinic 
Amerkon Women’s Setvices-Pi ttriburgh in 2004, says she contacted 
the health department numerous times about various inddentsshe 
says she witnessed, induding one in whidi she says a doctor refused 
to call an ambulance when a patient began bleeding profusely. 

‘An hour and a half passed before he finally called 911 ,'she says. 

Dittoe says she shared all this, and more, to the state investigator. 
But, she daims.Tle ... stopped returning my calls hqH following up 
with me.' 

Eli Kuti, another former employee of Brigham’s who worked as 
the office manager of American Women's Services— Pittsburgh from 
2000 to 2003, says she, too, cantacled the health department after, 
she claims, discovering improperly stored medical waste, “I know

that everything has to be registered and properly disposed of.' says Kuti. 

Kuti says she wrote five or six letters detailing this allegation, as well as many 
others, testate officials. But she claims, “There was no fbllew-up.' 

QaireI&yes.whowas longtime directorofAUegheny Reproductive Health Center 
before recently retiring, says the health department hasn't thoroughly handled 
complaints from fellow abortion providers, as woIiiThe ‘state either did not. or could 
not, responiT to the 20-plus complaints she filed on behalf of patients, she says. 

But then lust year, in the wake ofthe Gosnell cose, women's advocates became 
hopeftil that change was cm the way. Then-Gov. Ed Rendell ordered inspections of 
all the state's abortion cHiiks, andDr.Evi Avila, the Department of Health’s acting 
secTetary, later said at apubHchearingtnearly 2011, “The department has instituted 
measures to ensure that such apublic health breakdown does not occur again in our 
commorrwealth.'addmgthatnewprtKedures areinplacetornvesti^teallcotziplainla 
promptfy' and that “complaints will be taken from any source, evai airotzyrrrously.' 

Months prior ti> this, in July 2010, the health departmenthadorderedthat&igham 
could not have a “controlling ownership” or “eejuity interest' in any aberrtion dirric 
in Pennsylvania, dting the fact that he routinely em|doyed unlicensed medical per- 
scmnel. The errder also prohibited Brigham from “directly, or indirect^' registering 
any abortion facility in the state, (Brigham has appealed this ruling.) 

Abortkn-righ ts advocates throughout the state say they were relieved, thinking 
the order would finally stop Brigham’s operations. It would not. 

y November 2010 — frvemontlis after Brigham was sent packing — the 
state's 24 clinica were finally Inspected by health officials. 

Brigham’s “old' frailties were under'new” ownership, but they still 
racked up new notices of violations of state law. 

In December2010, the health department sent Allentown Medical 
Servkes six pages of'defkiencies' — more than any other open aboi^ 
tion clinic received — which the state released to City Paper. 

The state’s letter toAHentnwn Medkal Servkes reveals that the facility ‘failed to 
ensure that eadi patientwas supervised constantly while recoveringfrmn surgery 
or anesthesia.' Several pieces of equipment “had not been inspected, certified for 
use and not cabbrated.' Many, many records were also missing. 

Jen Boulanger, executive directDrofAllentownWomen’s Center, calls the missing 
records“verydistuibing.'She says, “There isno evidence that this office monitnred 
patients during surgery nor after-ward,' adding, “the patient’s health would be at 
risk if she has any difficulty breathing during the procedure.' 

Dittoe, whonow is employed at another Pittsburgh abortion clink, the missing 
records are especially troubling given her experience workingat Brigham^ clinks: 
“Anytimetherewasacomplication.the diart ended up missing,' she says. In aletter 
ofresponse to the health department, the clinic's “operations coordinator.' whose 
name was redacted, wrote tiiat'ffie Department’s letter involve only record-keeping 







issues. ... There is no evidence that anyoftheissuesreferred toby the 
Department resulted in any patient harm." 

Meanwhile, CP has jbund preofthat the ~new' management iaitnewotall. 

According to the DepartmentofHealth's July 2010 order, Brigham is 
not supposed to have a 'contralling ownership' or'equity interest in any 
abortion clinicin the state. But Brigham's present role in twocHnics here is 
unclear The Maryland State Board ofPhyai dans s^s that Brigham owns 
AmericanWomen’sServices.which operates more than a dozen abortion 
clinics thrnu^out thereipon and is allegedly headquartered in Voothees, 
NJ. The company’s two cbniQ in Pennsylvania goby the names Allentown 
Medical Services and American Women’s Services-Pittsbui^. 

But Brigham’s attorney. Julia Gabis, says he owns neither. And the 
DepartznentofState apparently agrees.Recnrds drow thHtineariy2010, 
he transferred ownership of the two climes In Rose Health Services Co., 
owned by Judith Fitch. (Fitch also decHned comment, through Gabis.) 

In Fbbniary, the Inquirer reported that Fitch is Brigham’s mother. 

Whafs more, CP hasfound that Brigham still holds a managerial role 
at those two dinics. When GPlirst asked two of &igham's lawyers, Gabis 
and Joseph Gorreil, if he’s had a role at either of the two Permsylvania 
dinks following the ownership transfer, they declined comment. 

Then, several sources told CP thahto their surprise, they saw Brigham 
last weekat a mandatory health department meeting for abortion providers. 
Allentown Women’s Center’s Boulanger says tiiat at the meeting, 'Brigham 
introduced himself to our medical director as the Allentown office’s CEO." 

HolU Senior, a D^urtmentofHealth spokeswoman, described the meeting'^ 
attendants as the “heodsof their fiidbfy' but wouldn’t release names. 

Asked again about Brigham’s role, attorney Gabia said. “Dr. Brigham 
... does provide occasional managerial oversight. He has no ownership 
interest in or board position with Rose Health Services.' 

righamhasmade similar aigumsitsbefore.ln October 2010, 
he stood before the New Jersey Board ofMedkol Examiners 
over allegedly b^inning late-term abortions in that state 
and then driving women to Elkten.

^ n the grand jury's 2011 reportonGosnell, investigators lay a great deal of 
blame on the Department of Health’s lackofinspectkns-ln the mid-'90a, it says, 
under pro-choice Gov.Tbm Ridge’s administration, the department 'abruptly 
decided, forpolitkal reasons, to stop inspecting abortion cbnksatall.” 

This provided an ostensibly easy way for the health department to solve 
the problem; Start meeting dinks again, which it promptly did lost year.

The Department of Health, meanwhile, “is taking the necessary steps to ensure 
the health and safety of women seeking these servkes in the commonwealth,” says 
spokeswoman Saiior, noting that it has recently “adopted new procedures” to do so. 

Some of these {irocedures are good news to abortion rights advocates — others 
are not. But a case like Brigham’s, they argue, should be dear-cuflfwomen'slives 
are at risk.” asks Petraitis, “why is it taking so long?”

The renowned neurologist has been fairly ill-served 
onscreen, however, wdtere his compelling descriptionsof mental misfirings are invari- 
ably transformed into overwrought teaijerkera Bused on Sochs'ease study The Last 
Hippie,” The Music Never Stof^ed uses the lead character’s amnesia as a launching- 
offpoint for father-sem reconciliation. It manages to be somewhat moving, however, 
merely by allowing its moderate ambitienu to complement its simpk charma.The film 
opens in 1986.when Gabriel Sawyer (LouTaylor Pucci) turns up, heavily bearded, 
disheveled and disoriented, in a hospital bed. Though heavih'Bctionalized, he shares 
with his model m Sacks’ story a brain tumor that 
has destn^ed his abiUty to form new memories, 
essentially ftBezing his brain in 1970. A therapist 
(Juba Ormond) suggests triggering memories 
through music, eventually cbscovering that ’60s rock 
engages her patient best This doesn’t sit well with 
his father (J.K. Simmois), who associates that m 
the breakdown of their happy family. Through a series of flashbacks, we see an idyllic 
'Ms nuckar family deteriorate into a Vietnam-era clash of psych-recking flag-bunier 
versus conservative hardhead. TItcTV-movie feel of these scenes is only exacerbated 
byacastofhippies that might not puss convincingly in a Freedom Rock ad. Overtime, 
ofcoursc.dadcomes around, as Simmons delves into his son's record colkction and 
comes to understand the poetry of classic rock. First-time director Jim KohQx:rg is 
content to transferscript to screen in as unassuming a fashion as possibk, but it's 
mainly Simmons, stepping out of his usual supporting roles into a curmudgeonly but 
affectingkad.that brings emotional depth to the proceedings. — Shaun Bmdy

THE GREAT UNKNOWN 

Certified Copy is al about feeling, not 
understanding.

ship.That stuttering synopsis is about as close as one can 
to a definitive account of Abbas Kiarostami’s elusive, engrossing 
Certified Cepy. the Iranian master's first feature shot outside his 
native country, and his first narrative in nearly a decade. 

Somethings are certain. William ShimeD plays a British cul- 
tural aide who’s come to Italy to gives lecture based on his book 
extollingthe value of artistic forgeries. After his talk, he meets 
a woman (Juliette Binoche) who offers to help him pass the tiirre 
beforehiaevening train. They travel to a village where she shows 
him a copied painting whose beauty the locals prize as highly as 
they would the original's, They sip cofiee, stroll through a piazza, 
viat a church where a newly married couple are taking wedding 
snaps. And somewhere along the way, their conventabon begins to 
drift. Binoche Iher character is unnamed) begins as an awestrudr 
fan. asking Shimell to autograph a half-dozen copies of his book, 
but as they discuss his ideas, their conversation takes odd. inexpli- 
cable turns. Binoche turns suddenly hostile, as if her companiai 
unknowingly touched on some invisible wound. The uncomfortable 
moments pass, butthey accumulate, comprising a hidden history 


that keeps erupting to the surface. 

But what that history is, or 
may be.isaquestim that several 
viewings oi Certified Cepy have 
yet to answer. 'nieories abound, 
some based in character and some 
in the movie's themes, as well as 
Kiarostami's long-standingfuscina- 
tionwith the way film shapes and 
manipulatesourunderstandtngof 
human relationships. But answer- 
ing the rjuestions the movie poses — 
or. tn an extent, defirring what those 
questions are — is not the point, or 
even a possibility. Kiarostami wants us to wrestle with the naturo of 
their relationship, but not to come to adefinitive endpoint, any more 
than our own interactions can be reduced tn a set of fixed points. 

The scene in which nagging doubts blossom into full-fledged 
queries takes place when the couple stops for cofiee, and he steps 
outside to take a call. The cafe’s owner, a well-worn grandmotherly 
type, asks Binoche whyherhusbandonly speaks to herin English, 
and Binoche plays along.ifplayingiswhatit is. Is Binoche vent- 
ing fimstration with the absent father ofher teenage son (Adrian 
Moore), who appears in several early scenes? Or. unlikely os it 
might seem, is it possible that she and %imell area married cou- 
ple, now so estranged they act as if they've never met? 

From scene to scene, and even within them, the possibilities are 
in constant flux. Between Shimell'semotionalaridityand intel- 
lectual hauteur and Binoche’s mercurial volatility, their conversa- 
tions buck and jerk like beached fish:juatwha) you think you've 
laid hold, they wriggle away again. Throughout his long career, 



ICarostami has almost entirely eschewed 
the services of professional actors, but 
Binoche's virtuosic turn validates his 
change in method. Like Laura Denr in 
David Lynch's /n/oaef Empire, she allows 
you to feel scenes even when you can't 
imderstand them. Shimell, an operatic 
baritone with no previous screen experi- 
ence, is less supple, but his rigidity is per- 
fectly tailomd to the character’s diduracy 
(or, more like ly. the inverse ), 

In the years sinceT^.ifiarostami seemed 
to be moving away from the theater and into 
the gallery, but Certified 0>py integrates 
the theoretical richnesa oTFav and Shirin 
withthedmmatic wealth oCIbste (^Cherry 
and The Wind Will Carry Ut. Itk a difficult 
film to explain, but not to watch, a dizzying 
balancing actwhose heights are ai^arent 
only in retrospect. Lookingback.you may 
be astonished at how far you’ve been taken, 
usweD os the staggering impact of its final 
moments. But in many ways, the film’s end 
is only the be^ning; Certi/W Ccgiy sets 
youona journey, but its l^gth and desti- 
nation are yours to decide.

The big news about Philadelphia Shakespeare Theertre’s 
Hamfetisalso what we're sui^osed to ignore: A woman plays the 
title role. Director Carmen Khan hopes Mary Tuomanen's androg- 
ynous Hamlet will explore the role’s universality — “neidier man 
nor wo man. but hiunan’ — butgender largely defines us and isn’t 
easily avoided. 

Given herpetitesize and youthfulness, Tuomanen’s Hamlet 
emerges as a tempestuous teen, emotkmailyvulnemble andexfH'es- 
sive in his grief for his muiderad father and his disdain for the uncle 
who stole both the a-own and Hamlet’s mother. Those famiUar with 
the play will find her interpretation smart, articulate anddriveD; 
thoseseeingHom/er for the first time might not be able to shake 
the image ofDoogie Howser, Prince of Denmark, especially when be 
squares ofi'witholder, beefier Laertes (Jason Clreenfield ). 

The production around Tuomanen moves briskly and clearly, 
driven by Ames Adamson’s complicated Claudius and Victoria Rose 
Bonita’s Ophelia, seemingly the cmly character cast specifically for 
Tuomanen. equally teenaged and emotionally fragile. This Hamlet 
seems primed for a compHcutcd relationship with mother Gertrude 
(Amanda Grove), but die queen is rather passive, a ponts-suited 
cipher. Johnny Smith and Don Higbee are suitably befuddled as 
Rosencranizand Guildenstern, but if these guys were this Hamlet's 
classmates, they were clearly held back u grade or two. 

Overall, performances Irveup to Hamlet’s advice about act- 
ing, the famous ‘speak the speech, I pray you, trippingly on the 


tongue," which is unforgivably cut. 

David Gordon's elegant set 
desgn — which will also accommo- 
date As You Like It (on stage April 
7-May ISl.with the same actors, 
in repertory — has a suitably cold, 
concrete -castle look, and a clev- 
erly used little pool stage center, 
Mike Consenza’s fight chorei^a- 
phy makes Hamlet a beUevablo 
match for Laertes in the climactic 
combat.

“Ultimately, it was all guts, no glory," Now, Spinnerhus both, and 
he and partner Brian Sirhall Distrito’s former beverage managerl 
have traded one 100-hour work week for another. 'But now. we're 
puttingitintoourown business." 

S|nnner sounds happy. No wonder he and Siihal, friends since 
attending West Windsor-Plainsboro High outside Princeton, 
named this place of their erwn Cantina Feliz. 

It’s in the old Alison Two space, which sits at the intersection 



of (3% and Required, and hum the outside, looks like a funeral 
parlor, Fhrtunately, this somber stucco manse hides plenty of life. 
Spinner and Sirhal stripped the restaurant of its blue velour jump- 
suit, broke out u wall, shufTled the service stations and brightened 
up the space with help from Elisabeth Knapp, thedesigner who 
worked on Zahuvond Percy Street Barbecue. 

On a Friday, conversation ricocheted like racquetballs off the 
hot-pink walls and coffered topaz ceiling. All 27 stools appeared 
occupied in the bur. where five thirst-slaking types ofmar- 
garita assuaged NCAA upsets. Even South Philly artist Alison 
Dilworth's Dia de losMuertos skeletons were having fun, making 
mischief cm a vibrant mural that runs 13 feet along Feliz's foyer. 

Creative, quirky ceviches echoed this verve. One ceramic bowl 

cradled faceted hamaebi cubes in a coconut- 
milk bath flamed with habaheru, tD[^>ed 
with coconut sorbet and bejeweledwith 
ruby pomegranate seeds that wooed me 
with their TUck-canttyoimrir. Totals ofhira- 
masa and kiwi starred in another, greened with jalapmo, chives, 
lime sorbet and a two-ways -slick Gaha-raelon vinaigrette. Spinner 
says the latter ceviche is a best-seller, but Fd have a helluva time 
selecting a favorite. Both bewitched, not to mention resonated with 
a welcome spice that refused to backdown. 

But would I drive to Montgomery County toeaC them again? 
That's the real questiem for city dwells nt. 

Fd hesitate, but only because my anger-management counselor 
says it’s not good for me to be around suburban drivers. In fact, on

whirring down 76 like tho blade of a circular saw and a 
lugnutQew under my car, clanging about like a pinball 
in the pipes of a church organ. Nobody died, though I 
haven't gotten the driver’s address yet. 

Bui I digress. Targeting the suburbs — Conshy and 
Manayunk were also explored — was a smart move for 
Spinner and Sirhal. We already have something like 
Cantina Feliz in Philly; it’s called Distrito. 

Prom the crab guac and served-as-separates Paloma 
(bottle of Mexican grapefruit soda, shot of Jimador 
Blanco, glass of ice) to the menu design and sorbet-topped 
ceviches, there are many similarities. But then again, 
why wouldn’t there be? In a way, Distrito was as much 
Spinner's restaurant as Garces'. 

There were signs we were in the hurbs: a Little Amigos 
menu I’m sure parents appreciate; how Feliz, alive when 
we arrived, was empty by 10; and the prices. Dinner for 
four with drinks and tip came to only $50 a person, more 
than enough savings to offset the turnpike toll. 

The black bass is ono of tho pricier entries at $24.95, 
but fcatureda generous fillet marinated in garlic and 
parsley, perfectly grilled and draped over uber-but- 
tery Carolina rice fortified with poblano peppers, crab 
and com — (he richest seafood dish this side of crab au 
gratin. You wouldn’t guess the enmitas tacos would be 
lighter, and yet the trio of warm, housemade com tortillas 
seemed to hover above their plate like air hockey pucks. 
On top: heaps of shredded pork butt Spinner brines, then 
confits for tliree hours in lard, orange juice, Coke and 
evaporated milk. Quito the mix, but the pork turned out 
impossibly tender, flecked with shards of ensp skin; the 
tacos leaked juices that splashed on the table into thyroe- 
and-allspice-scented Rorschachs. 

I missed the crisp skin in the chicken mole: cooked sous 
vide, the bird was moist under its flabby exterior, but 
Spinner killed it on the sauce, a hypnotic, fragrant flow of 
purded chilics, chocolate, fruits, nuts and spices — warm- 
ing Mexican cinnamon really muscled through — devel- 
oped over a two-plus-hours simmer. More chicken found 
a home in an overloaded tortilla soup, while yi^urt dress- 
ing, musky with honey, gave a lightweight chopped salad 
some gravitas. Octopus, poached in pickling-spiced red 
wine, sliced into coins and seared on the plancha, arrived 
with jalapeno and silken potato puree for a cool riff on a 
classic pairing. Sweet, meaty razor clams smiled from a 
snappy guajillo/tequila broth, a special that truly was 

Slice by amber slice, we devoured the stained-glass 
window of brulded bananas off the top of the tres leches, 
but left the clunl? cake. A dim-witted apple/guava tart 
had less redeeming qualities, its ungainly oatmeal 
streusel topping clearly lost on its way to a Fourtli of July 
barbecue. But pastry chef Meg Cliristiansen, who taught 
Spinner at the Restaurant School, flexed her skills in 
Iho ice cream and sorbet arenas, spinning refreshing 
tropicals (passion fruit, kiwi, coconut-lime) and singular 
chocolate and va nilla I don't know if they’d make Garces 
smile, but they sure made us.
